One of the 
sentries fell, according to the Rus­ 
sian version, and the other ran foi 
help. 
Japan Takes First Step 
Moscow asserted that 
when re 
inforcenicnta reached the spot, de­

border, they 
found only bloodstains and empty 
cartridges. 
The Japanese made the first dip­ 
lomatic move, protesting June 5 to 
the Soviet consul at Harbin against 
what they termed a Soviet invasion 
of Manchukuan territory. 
The Soviet countered by sending 
Nicholas Rayvid, counselor of the 
Tokyo embassy to lodge a similar 
complaint 
with

Togo, 
chief of the European bureau of the 
Japanese foreign office.

Demands Punishment 
Russia demanded punishment of 
the military authorities responsible 
for the slaying, guarantees against 
a recurrence of such incidents and 
return of the slain sentry's body, 
arms, equipment and two horses. 
Togo insisted the affair be set­

previous protest at Harbin.

Japanese Army Gains 
Control of New Area

among Japan, China and Manchur­ 
ia In accordance with Japan's mis­ 
sion “to maintain peace and order 
in East Asia in cooperation with 
ber Asiatic neighbors."

The Toyko foreign office, while at­

Something new in official investigations 
has been produced by Gov. Laffoon a special 
commission to report on conditions in the 
southeastern coal fields of Kentucky.

whitewash brushes when they started. 


Harlan county, center of turbulence in 
Kentucky's coal field troubles, is the special 
victim of the commission's undecorated re­ 
port 
Conditions there, according to the 
■ sport, are almost unbelievable in a free and 
democratic nation. 
"There exists a verit­ 
able reign of terror, financed in general by 
a group of coal mine operators In collusion 
with certain public officials; the victims of 
this reign of terror are the coal miners end 
their families.” 


The report points out that some officials 
and mine operators Arc blameless and that 
employers who are "fair and just to their 
arni and treat them a- human being* . . . 
are operating t'let* mines apparently as 
successfully aa other operators where ruth­ 
less oppression I* the rule.” Thus, the ab­ 
sence of whitewash makes possible a strik­ 
ing 
contrast 
in the commissions verbal 
picture exceedingly rare in investigatory 
effort*. 
Too often, Investigators concentrate their 
attention on the pleasant aspects of their 
subject, giving only passing mention to the 
unpleasant once. That I* entirely natural, 
since it usually ta their objective to Justify 
what seems to br the prevailing practice. It 
I* unreasonable to hone that Harlan county, 
which ha* furnished many unpleasant In­ 
cidents 
for 
the 
edification of a country 
w-hlch wants to believe most employers are 
not predatory, will profit Immediately from 
a report which Is unfavorable to its estab­ 
lished order. That some benefit will accrue 
eventually, 
however, 
I* beyond question. 
Whitewash never wa* a remedy. It is not 
even a good palliative.

“Th© finest possible method of 
distributing the nation's goods is 
through 
wages. 
They 
represent

country—they add substance and 
strength. 
“• * • it is impossible to exagger­ 
ate the dependence of the country 
upon wages earned and paid or th© 
happy effect of a return of wages 
after a period of decline. • • • 
"The expenditures of the rich 
cannot support any basic business 
in this country; for In the first 
place, neither of their needs nor 
their buying power is sufficient to 
support even a medium sized indus­ 
try of any sort.

unimportant market. 
"The largest, most varied and 
most constant market in the world 
is the wage-earning people.

A Medical writer recently stated 
that civilized man "eats too much, 
drinks too much and sits too much.’’ 
These pvil practices account for a 
largo number of cases of constipa­ 
tion 
The Individual 
who 
maintains 
regular meal habits, eats properly 
balanced diets, watches his posture., 
aud indulges in a moderate amount 
of outdoor exercise rarely, if ever, 
suffers from constipation. 
A thor­ 
ough elimination Is impossible ha- 
cause of the hurry of the business 
man or of the housew ife who rushes 
her domestic! duties to keep pace 
was social demands. 
This condition is looked upon too 
lightly by the majority of people. 
When the trouble persists it be­ 
comes a stumbling block to health 
and long life. 
Cathartics Harmful 
Too many sufferers from consti­ 
pation, too, resort to th e -unwise 
use of cathartics in an endeavor to 
relieve the condition. 
This prac­ 
tice Is had for health because the 
constant use of such drugs "*111 
eventually Impair the normal func­ 
tion of the. bowel. 
To quote Klbert 
Hubbard, "In the race of life, the 
man with fhe educated bowels will 
eclipse the man with an educated 
brain; end drugs 
and 
chemicals 
that work while you sleep are a lit 
tie latte.r going to prevent your 
working when awake." 
The underlying cause of consti­ 
pation can often be traced to neg 
lect of proper training and the for­ 
mation of a faulty habit. Sometimes 
It is due to an irritation or Infec­ 
tion of the lower part of the intes­ 
tine. 
Hemorrhoids and fissures of 
the vent frequently lead to constipa­ 
tion, because the pain produced by 
evarusfion prompts the victim to 
avoid or postpone it. 


Universal Cause 


Rut there, Is a more important, 
really an almost universal cause for 
constipation. 
I refer to a faulty 
diet, 
lf this is deficient in vege­ 
tables. fresh fruits and those foods 
knowns as “ roughage.” constipation 
is inevitable. 
To insure elimination 
and to keep the intestine active it i* 
necessary to have sufficient bulk 
in the diet. 
Many persons are indiscreet in 
their selection of foods. 
In many 
instances those that have laxative 
properties are. omitted 
from 
the 
diet. 
Then there is sluggishness, 
with the result that decomposition 
products and poisons are absorbed 
into the system. 
lf you suffer from constipation 
avoid dependence on medicines and 
make sure you obtain your dally 
quota of bulky foods. 
Bear in mind 
that fruits, such as figs. dates, apr!- 
cots, pruner and raisins are nutri­ 
tive foods as well as being laxative 
in their action. 
Vegetables, such as 
cabbage, 
carrot*, cucumber*, let­ 
tuce, onions, tomatoes and celery 
add nulk to the diet and help pro- ; 
mote elimination. 
It also is wise to drink at least 
six or eight glasses of water daily, j 
Many cases 
of 
constipation 
un 
t aused by taking too little water. \ 
In se.vere cases, if the health Is j 
good otherwise, as much as two 
or three quarts of water may lie 
taken every day. 
Guard against this evil and you 
will prevent the possibility of many 
constitutional disorders.
